Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative noted that the Van Tongeren was non- 
analogous art in that it was not in the field of the applicant's endeavor and that it did not address the problem that the 
applicant was solving. Applicant's representative further argued that Van Tongeren did not teach a motivation to 
combine with Niewiedzial and that there is no motivation for one of ordinary skill to combine Van Tongeren with 
Niewiedzial. Applicants representative argued that there is no motivation to combine Syred et al. with Niewiedzial 
because Syred et al. deal with grading, which has no bearing on FCC processes. The examiner indicated that these 
arguments would overcome the prior art rejection. 
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
